Territorial Surveyor Alexander Retires 


To Serve Uncle Sam 


in Hawaii. 


FTER A PERIOD of over thirty years' faithful and meritorious service at 


the head of the survey department, Professor W. D. Alexander has re- 
signed and will be relieved from his present duties on February 1st. 


Dr. Pritchard, bead of the United States Coast Survey, when in Honolulu a 


little over a year ago, promised Professor Alexander the position of assistant In 
charge of a branch office to be established here, similar to that maintained in 
San FrancUco by the United States Coait and Geodetic Survey. 
Since that time Professor Alexander has been expecting to receive bis offi- 
cial appointment from Washington, which finally reached him last week, giving 
him practically a life position at the same salary which he received for hU old 
work. 


The new position is purely a scientific one, and he will have under his con- 
trol the dl-ectlon of aQ work in the«e Isl&nds, and will probably Include Samoa. 


Professor Alexander received his appointment to the position which he Is just 
relinquishing en September Id, 1870, and since that time has been bead of the 
survey department. He is practically the founder of the bureau, and has suc- 
ceeded in reducing the whole group to a simple system, besides having Kurtejed 
all of the coast and making survey* of toe Interior. 
Walter E. Wall, second In charge of the office, will doubtless «uee*ed Pro- 


feR*or Alexander and Is well qualified to hold the position. 
Professor William, De Witt Alexander wa» born In Honolulu April 2, 1SSS hlg 
father being s. native of Kentucky. He received hi* early education at Puna- 
hou, now Okhu College. In 1849 Professor Alexander rounded the Horn and lo- 
cated in Hirrisburit, Pennsylvania, where he flniihed hit preparation for col- 
lege, going to Tale UnlverBlty, where he graduated at the head of hti cla*» In 
1SSS. 


After leaving Tale be accepted the position of Initroctor la the Bclolt College, 
Wisconsin, and later took charge of on academy near Vlneenne*, Indiana. About 
the end of the year '57, the Profe*»or wa« tendered tb« appointment of the Greek 
ProfeMOrtblp at O»hu College, which he accepted.

To Serve Uncle Sam 


in Hawaii.

FTER A PERIOD of over thirty years' faithful and meritorious service at 


the head of the survey department, Professor W. D. Alexander has re- 
signed and will be relieved from his present duties on February 1st. 


Dr. Pritchard. bead .of the United States Coast Survey, when in Honolulu a 


little over a year ago, promised Professor Alexander the position of assistant In 
charge of a branch offlce to b« established here, similar to that maintained In 
San Francisco by the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey. 


Since that time Professor Alexander has been expecting to receive his offi- 


cial appointment from Washington, which finally reached him last week, giving 
him practically a life position at the same salary which he received for bis old 
work. 


The new position Is purely a scientific one, and he will have under his con- 
trol the direction of an work In these Islands, and will probably Include Samoa. 


Professor Alexander received his appointment to the position which he is just 


relinquishing en September 19, 1870, and since that time has been bead of the 
survey department. He is practically the founder of the bureau, and has suc- 
ceeded in reducing the whole group to a simple system, besides having surveyed 
all of the coast and making surveys of the Interior. 


Walter E. Wall, second In charge of the offlce, will doubtless succeed Pro- 


fessor Alexander and Is well qualified to hold the position. 


Professor William De Witt Alexander was born in Honolulu April 2, 1SQ, hU 


father being a native of Kentucky. He received his early education at Puna- 
hou, now Oahu College. In IMS Professor Alexander rounded the Horn and lo- 
cated in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, where he finished his preparation 
for col- 


lege, going to Tale University, where h« graduated at the bead of hts cluts In 
1865. 


After leaving Tale he accepted the position of Instructor in the Bclolt CoTlepe, 


Wisconsin, and later took charge of aa academy near Vtftcennen, Indiana. About 
the end of the year 'S7, the Professor Wat tendered the appointment of the Oreok 
Professorship »t O»bu College, which he accepted.

PLAGUE EXPENSES. 


It is absurd to say that the Board of 


Health could have paid for Its cam- 
paign against the bubonic plague with 
anything like the money that sufficed 
for meeting the epidemic of cholera.

Portuguese on Zealandia. 


A party of sixty-five 
Portuguese, 


says the San Francisco Chronicle of 
January 18, arrived early yesterday 
afternoon 
from Rhode 
Island and 


Massachusetts and went direct to th° 
steamer Zealandia, at Pacific street 
wharf 
The Portuguese comprise sev- 
eral families engaged by contract to la- 
bor upon the plantations of Hawaii, 
and are the most Intelligent and best 
appearing of the contract laborers who 
have thus far passed through here on 
the way to the Islands. The party is 
intact, as It left the East, and Individ- 
ual members of it state tnat all are 
anxious to reach Hawaii, the Induce- 
ments held out by the planters being 
all that could ha\e been expected, and 
the climate of the Islands being much 
more congenial than that of the East. 
The Portuguese were given accommo- 
dations In the steerage department of 
the Zealandia upon reaching the ves«el, 
and will sail at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon.

WAILUKU, Maul, Jan. 2L-It Is fortu- 


nate for Maul that negro labor has been 
available, for planters who have to de- 
pend upon Japanese labor will be obliged 
to sacnfice their sugar crop, or grant the 
unreasonable demands of these peoplo. 
The Maul News says: "It has been cur- 
rently rumored for some time past that 
the Japanese on the Island, led by un- 
scrupulous agitators, were preparing for 
a general stnke, and so It wan no sur- 
prise, during the early part of the week 
to learn that the Japs work.ng at Kahu- 
lui had led off In the strike for more pay 
and shorter hours. Ihe Japs not only 
quit work themseives, but, by threats anj 
coaxing, they induced some of the- Ha- 
wailans to quit work also. One Japanese 
has been arrested for threatening a Ha- 
waiian who expressed his determination 
to return to work, and will ptobably be 
put where he will not be able to harm the 
Hawaiian lor a wh le at least. It is Claim- 
ed that many of the Hawal.ana have been 
so terrified by the threats of the Japan- 
ese to kill them that they are reaily 
afraid to return to work at KahuluC 
"Ihe mill hands at Spreckeisvule mill 


followed suit and went on a str.ke dur- 
ing the early part of the week. A pecu- 
1 ar fact in connection with these two 
strikes .s the Japanese who work at Ka- 
hulul and at Spreckelsville are much the 
best-paid and beat-treated Japanese 'on 
Maul. 
"t ortunately for Mr. Lowrie, a large 


consignment of negrc«s and Italians bad 
recently ariived, and he put*them to 
work in the mill with gratifying results. 
As soon as the Japanese saw that they 
were about to be superseded in the njUU, 
they were glad to patch up a compromise 
and go back to work. 
• 
"The negroes and Italians were then 
sent from the Spreckelsville m.ll to the 
Kahului wharf to work, and the result is 
that a large number of Japanese are out 
of a job, and it is more tnan likely that 
they will remain BO. As soon aa the fool- 
ish terror of the Hawallans la removed, 
they will doubtless return to work on the 
wharf. The negroes who have come to 
the SpreckelsviLe plantation 
are farm 


hands-' from near Montgomery, Alabama, 
and giving very good sat.sfaction. Anoth- 
er large sh pment is now on the way from 
Alabama, and the day of Japanese dom- 
ination is gone forever. 
"The small shipment of negroes from 
Tennessee to the Walluku plantation is 
not as a class BO desirable as the Ala- 
bamians. Some of them are all right, but 
a number of them are crap-shooting city 
darkies who never ought to have b^en 
brought here. Some of them caught the 
Infection this week and went on a strike, 
but to their surprise they have d scover- 
ed that no other plantation will give them 
work, and as the walking from here to 
Tennessee Is bad at present, they are* at 
a loss to know what to do. Wiser (coun- 
sels will probably prevail with them sdjta, 
and some of them may turn out all right. 
"It would prove economical in the end 


to ship some of them back to Tennessee 
by the first sailing vessel, as they will 
never be worth anything to themselves 
or anyone else on the Islands. 
-t 
"Dur ng the early part of the week the 
Japanese at Klhei plantation began to 
strike in small numbers at a time, prob- 
ably as a test. Mr. Pogue had sized *up 
the situation about right, for as soon as 
a strike Is called to his attention, the 
strikers are bundled out of their cabins 
and off the plantation, bag and baggage, 
instanter. 
"The Italians who have recently ar- 


rived are the best class of labor on the 
Island, and Inducements will probably be 
held out to Increase their number. 
"The Porto Ricans who have so far ar- 


rived are a sorry-looking lot, and the gen* 
eral sentiment on Maul Is that It would 
not be wise to encourage their immigra- 
tion to the Islands in considerable num- 
bers." 


NEWS' EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The News comments editorially on the 


labor question as follows. 


"The 
strikes by the Japanese on Maul 


this week demonstrate more fc-rclbly than 
any argument could that it Is absolutely 
necessary to entirely supplant Japanese 
labor on the sugar plantations. The Jap- 
anese at the Spreckelsville mill and 
at 


Kahului were the best-paid Japs on the 
Isiand, and yet, Influenced by a few un- 
scrupulous leaders, they quit work at a 
t me when they foolishly Imagine that 
the planters are at their mercy " 


LONGSHOREMEN STRIKE. 


On Monday, January 81, the longshore- 


men In the employ of the Kahului Rail- 
road Company struck for higher wages 
and shorter hours, and bare not since re- 
si-med work. There are about ISO of them 
made up of 100 Japanese and 
GO Hawaii- 
an «. 


They have been In the habit of begin- 
ning labor, at 6 o'clock a. m. and receiv- 
ing either SI or tl.50 per day, the lesser 
sum for handling ordinary cargoes, and 
the greater turn for unloading coal. Sat- 
urday afternoon. January ISth, they In- 
formed 
the superintendent that th«y 


would not resume work on Monday morn- 
Ing unless their wages were raised to B 
per day. and the hour* of labor were 
shortened by beirlnninc work at 7 o'clock 
a ra , Instead of • o clock, as heretofore. 


Their demand beln* refused, all th« 


employes *miek excepting the lunaa, and 
i.p to the present time there »eem» to b« 
no prospect of any conpromUe or any 
settlement of the difficulty

Taking a box of pills from 
his pocket be pointed to the label of 
"•poison" and said, "Guess what these 
are. Well, they are poison and I am 
going to kill myself," and followed up 
his remark by swallowing the contents 
of the box. 
A letter from Lundahl was shown 
the witness, who translated the Swed- 
ish 
words as 
follows: 
"Mother- 
Sweden. This is my last. They have 
declared me crazy, and I am going to 
kill myself. Divide my money. Do not 
cry." Tbe letter was unsigned, and as 
Selander read it he was visibly affected 
by its contents. Selander will endeavor 
to secure his release as soon as possi- 
ble from the hospital and take him to 
California. 
J. F. Civile, who employed Lundahl, 
spoke of his general good character, 
and also stated that of late his actions 
had been peculiar. 


After 
listening to the testimony 
Judge Wilcox said that In his opinion, 
from the evidence before him, that 
Lundahl was of unsound mind, and or- 
dered his detention in the Insane hos- 
pital.

•lhauling trains may not be requisite. 
The > traction system, both the Central 
London and Waterloo and City, may be 
considered tentative,, since the strain 
upon, rolling stock and permanent way 
IB excessive; and the expense of repairs 
from wear and tear unusually heavy. 
English Investors are not yet convinc- 
ed *b*t electric railways are good pay- 
ing properties and are willing to nave 
American capitalists take as large a 
share of'the risks as they ISke. 


Although English public opinion is 


steadily veering around toward the 
rtew taken In America on the Nicar- 
agua canal Question, there is no get- 
ttag away from the fact that Senator 
Morgan's proposals are not relished in 
this country.' The Post admits the val- 
ue of the Inter-oceanic canal for the 
•ommerce of the United States and 
thinks that the matter might have been 
arranged long ago, as foreign countries 
would readily concede to America a 
predominant voice in the settlement of 
the question. This paper, however, 
which caters especially for the aristo- 
cratic classes, finds fault with the 
American system of dealing with inter- 
national questions.

During th-it year the company acquired 2,660 acres 
of land under lease at $10,000 a year and cleared Some of it, ana made other im- 
provements to its plantation, and the output was 2,951 tons and the net profit 
$32,403 38 more than during the previous year. The opinion gives some interesting 
figures of the plantation's yield. The yield per acre is large—about seven tons— 
and the water supply abundant The yield would be somewhat laiger but for tae 
cane-borer, which is active in that o^gtrlct The output Increased Irom 6,51a tons 
in 1892 to 5,803 in 1896 and was 11,254 in 1S97; 13,294 in 1898, 
and 16,245 in IhSS. The div.- 


dends In 1892 were $42,000. From 1893 to 1S96 
they averaged JI5W50. 
The Chief Justice says it is exceedingly difficult to value property of this 


kind especially when as in this case, nc sales of stocfe in the company have 
taken place for some years. Some featores bear on tbe general puUtiuai status 
of the Islands, which have, since the las decision, been annexed to ihe United 
States the assurance that our sugars wll not be liable to customs dut.es, the 
prospects in regard to the supply of labor, the money market, anu other things 
which affect values generally.

The str«j.t is to be widened from Alakea to 
Union streets, which will carry the cur line back into the present location of 
the cement sidewalk in front of the bull ing. This win obviate the present diffi- 
culty.
